oꝛdinary pꝛoctedings in Parliamehtt ; doth think fit to make this enſuing P2opoſition te 
both Houles of Parliament: 

That they will with all ſpeed fall into a ſerious conſideration of all thoſe particulars 
which they ſhall hold neceſſary, at well toꝛ the upholding and maintaining of His Majeſties 
uſt / and Regall Authoꝛity, and fh2 the ſetlingof His Revenue , As foꝛ the preſent and fu- 

re eſtabliſhment of their Pziviiedges ; The free and quiet enjoying of their Eſtates and 
\ Foztunes ; The Liberties of their Perſons ; The ſecurity of the true Religion now pꝛo⸗ 
| feſledinthe Church of Engiand ; Ad the ſetling of Ceremonies, in ſuch a manner as may 
take away all juſt offence, Which when they ſhall have digeſted, and compoſed into one en⸗ 
tire body, that ſo His Majeſtie and themſelves may be able to make the moꝛe clear Judge⸗ 
ment of them ; it ſhall then appear by what His Majeſtic ſhall do, how far He hath been 
from intending oꝛ deſigning any of thoſe things, which the too great Fears and Jealouſies 
of ſome Perſons ſeem to app2chend ; And how ready He will be to equall and exceed the grea⸗ 
feſt Examples of the molt induigent Pꝛinces in their Acts of Gꝛace and Favour to their 
People, So that if all the preſent Diſtractions (which ſo apparantly thꝛeaten the ruine 
of this Kingdom) do not (by the bleſſing of Almighty God) end in an happy and bleſſed 
Accommodation; His Majeſtie will then be ready to call Heaven and Earth, God and 
Man to witnelle, that it hath not failed on Bis part.
